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PEACE TREATY DEFECTIVE 


Even- Treaty Signatories 
Believe 


Changes ar<» Xecesvu-y, Hoover 


Declares—Wants Pact Kept 


Out of Coming Cam- 


paign

lialtiniore — Warning against the 


judgment of "police court minds." 
Ulerbert Hoover speaking at John 
Hopkins university today called upon 
senate factions to ratify the peave 
tieaty on the basis of mild reserva- 
tion ist proposals. 


"It appears to many of us." Hoov- 


e.r said," that the most practical hope 
•of immediate ratification lies in the 
lesser reservationists accepting the 
proposals of the 'mild reservation- 
ists.' For my part, if the league can- 
not prove its value under the latest 


. proposals of the "mild reservationists' 


it will never prove them undt*r the 
proposals of 'the "lesser reservation- 
• ists.' " 


In addition to speaking for treaty 


ratilication, Hoover called attention 
to the necessity 
for an immediate 


raise in the salaries of teachers and 
professors. 


Hoover declared, against injecting 


the treaty into 'the coming campaign 
and pointed out that our policy under 
the league, if it is finally accepted, 
must still be worked out. There are 
many, he said, who believe this coun- 
try should stay out of purely Europe- 
an affairs. 


"The treaty as distinguished from 


the covenant (of the league of na- 


— tions) was born-Jn fire and stifferiner, 


a sense of wrong, the passions of re- 
venge and fear that grow on them. 
Already many of its signatories are 
acknowledging it must be revised. 


Hoover said that if the new . Eu- 


ropean states would 
survive 
they 


must reintregate much of their form- 
er economic relationshins and free 
themselves from burdening arrange- 
ment". 
"This population is still in a vast 


ferment of misery and social agita- 
tion." Hoover said. "It will go on 
and on and continue to infest our 
shores until production can be 
re- 


stored." 


Xot only the economic nuestionr- 


but the p-oblem of getting the maxi- 
mum reparations 
depend 
on 
the 


coming of '"real peace" Hoover said 
and added: 


"It will be delayed as long as we 


hang the treaty in the air. for we are 
a part of it. 
"I do not believe the adherence of 


the American people to the leamic 
requires any demonstration. , I be- 
lieve that majority of our people arc 
-convinced of the necessity of reser- 
vations with the league. 
Both par- 
ties to the conflict appear t6 concede 
this. The conflicting groups over the 
character of the reservations 
have 


gradually abandoned their extreme 
ground and have come closer to a 
common mind. 
It would appear to 


an outsider that the sides were in 
agreement. on the great major ideas 
of the league and the major ideas 
of reservations, but that they are in 
disagreement mostly over 6econdary 
questions in the reservations. In the 
meantime the world is held in sus- 
pense. 
Infinite misery goes on ac- 


cumulating. 
Already the 
distrust 


and undermining rfjf confidence and 
credit in the world has crippled our 
o\port market. 
O«r farmers 
are 


the first to suffer. The prices of our 
farm product* arc rapidly falling be- 
low the cost of production. If we are 
lo have economic stability at home, 
it can be maintained only through 
lability in our 
agricultural 
pro- 


ducts. 
Hoover then launched into an at- 


tack on injection of the treaty into 
the coming elections. 


"There seems to be a notion that 


advantage could be gained by a pres- 
idential election upon the minor dif- 
ferences as to reservations." he said. 
"I cannot believe lhat such a notion 
is sincerely bcld by the 
dominant 


groups in the senate. Such a thing 
means that we. shall continue this 
accumulation of danger for another 
res-. 
U is mv impression that there 


5s no party credit to this position." 


Hoover "then outlined bis sugges- 


tions as to what he believes 3? ihc 
only immediate solution of ratifica 
tion.

It was considered significant, thai

government, 


joined in the appeal. 


"None of the Allies want war with 


Russia." the Chronicle said, demand- 
ing to know if "anything can 
be 


gained by further refusal to consid- 
er Russia's offers?" 


Whether or not we like Lenin is 


immaterial," the Star said. 


"The truth is. we cannot get past 


his remorseless logic. lie wants peace 
and so do we and we shall have it." 


The Westminster Gazette demand- 


ed consideration of "Russia's peace 
offers" while practically all the other 
newspapers agreed the question must 
be settled coon one way or.the other.

Millerand representing Franco, will 
accept the proposition of the British 
ami Italian premiers. 


This week's session was expected 


to be one of the most important, since 
the rovncil convened. Anproximate- 
ly fifty statemen will attend includ- 
ing representatives of France. Great 
Priiain. Italy. Belgium, Hungary, 
Turkey, Greece and Jugo-Slavia. 


Premier Millerand. accompanied by 


Vittorio Scialoia. the Italian foreign 
minister, left Paris for London yes- 
terday. Scialoia it was said will rep- 
resent Italy in - conferences on the 
economic situation. 


Premier Alexander 'Vaida Voeved. 


of Rumania, was expected to apoear 
before the council to ask what' help 
may be expected from the Allies if 
"Rumania takes the field against the 
Russian ^soviet armies. The premier 
of Poland was expected .to submit a 
similar statement to the council. 


Vaida Voeved, accompanied by a 


delegation of a dozen Rumanian of- 
ficials also was to present evidence 
sustaining his statement that Hun- 
gary has offered her throne to King 
Ferdinand to be ruler of Hungary. 
Transylvania

Rumania: that 


Hungarians have been plotting in 
Transylvania to foment rebellion for 
the purposes of eventual annexation 
to Hungary. 
..Results of last week's deliberations 
on the Turkish question* will be draft- 
ed into the treaty of peace wi'h that 
power, it was understood, contingent 
upon the approval of Premier M'iller- 
and. 
Under this tentative agreement 


Greece will receive a portion of the 
Smyrna 
district and the Gallipoli 


peninsula, while Italy is granted cer- 
tain concessions in Asia Minor.

Its con- 


ferences probably will last at least a 
fortnight.' The premiers.- it was said, 
consider it most desirable that they 
dispose 
of the 
Adriatic. Turkish. 


Hungarian and Russian problems be- 
fore attacking Europe's financial sit- 
uation. 


Italian leaders admitted, however, 


they had little hope that the Adriatic 
tangle can be unravelled in the near 
future. 
Premier Xitti's strategy, it 


was believed, will consist of an ef- 
fort to prolong the controversy un- 
til (onditions in Italy have settled so 
thai he can make concessions without 
endangering his position.

cemetery today.

country payed homage at the grave. 
Chaplain'Wright of'the"'navy, who_ 
served' with' A'dmiral'Peary: 'thirtj; 
years ago at League Island, conduct- 
ed' the*.services both at 
the Peary 


home and at the cemetery.'. 


Among «the honorary 
pallbearers 


were Vice President Marshall, Secre- 
tary Daniels. Vilhjalinur Stefansson. 
the Arctic explorer. Captain Robert A. 
Bartlett. who was commander of the 
Roosevelt, the specially designed ves- 
sel in which Peary made his "dash 
to the pole;" Chief Justice White of 
the United States supreme court. Col. 
David 
L. Brainard. who held 
the 


"farthest north" record 
in 
1883; 


Speaker Gillett, Ambassador Jusser-j 
and of France, and ^Charge d'affairs 
Lindsey. of the Britfsh embassy. 


Following the services at the Peary 


home in the morning, the body of the 
explorer was taken to Arlington cem- 
etery on a gun caisson, escorted by a 
squad of cavalry and a battery of field 
artillery from Fort Myer and with a 
squad of sailors acting as an honor 
guard. 


The casket was wrapped with the 


American Hag which Peary carried on 
all his Arctic explorations and which 
he finally "nailed to the pole." 


A company of sailors from 
the 


president's yacht, the Mayflower, fur- 
nished the firing squad, tho buglers 
and colors guard.

THE RAILROAD KILL, 


The passage by Ihe house of the Esch- 


Cummins railroad bill is, we think, whal 
the country generally expected. The vole 
was decisive. 250 lo 150, and il appears 
certain that ihc senate will approve the 
measure. While there may be merit-to 
some of the objections raised against Ihe 
bill by labor, we think' on the whole the 
people will approve this solution of the 
rail problem for the time being. There is 
no denying the fact thai the public, both 
traveling and shipping, does not sympa- 
thize »with( the government operation 
which has been in effect since the termin- 
ation of the war. This dissatisfaction may 
be due lo;genuine weaknesses in federal 
control, or it-may be due lo causes less 
real, bul Ihc thing is that government 
handling of transportation has not im- 
proved service or facilities and il has', 
even with heavy increases in rates, been 
conducted at a large loss. Equipment is 
insufficient and -evidently considerably 
below par. Facilities simply do not exist 
for moving freight. These conditions arc 
a heavy handicap upon industry, "busi- 
ness and national prosperity. Under the 
circumstances, therefore, there does not 
appear lo be justification for continuing 
government operation another two years, 
especially when there is no prospect of 
improving the situation. 


'The objections lo the financial and la- 


bor provisions of the bill.arc not to be 
considered so serious, we believe, to those 
who have raised them as has been made 
out. 
The railroads must be guaranteed, 


at least temporarily during the period of 
transition, sufficient returns to permit 
them to operate and avoid bankruptcy. 
The}- must have protection and credit 
with which to finance improvements and 
additional equipment. The only way this 
can be done with the properties in their 
present condition, and operation running 
at'u loss, is to guarantee a fixed return, 
and live and a half per cent is hardly to 
be considered exorbitant. The future 
policy of the nation with regard to trans- 
portation is not determined by this act. 
The government is free to alter the law at 
any lime it sees fit, to withdraw what may 
prove to be subsidies and to regulate the 
railroads in any form it pleases. The pres- 
ent law, if it is signed by the president, is 
a temporary solution of the problem. 
\Vhat happens in the future will be mani- 
festly affected by the results of the ex- 
periment about to be made. No one can 
say-with what success private operation 
will be conducted, for there are many 
serious factors in the situation which did 
not exist when the properties were turned 
over to the government, including labor, 
excessive costs of materials, impaired 
and interchanged equipment.' reduced 
credit and larger inability to meet traffic 
demands. Probably for a short period of 
time we may find conditions worse rath- 
er than heller, but in the long run they 
may be expected to improve. 


The labor provision we do nol consider 


especially objectionable. In fact, we be- 
lieve it represents a plan for preventing 
strikes and disturbances which has many 
recommendations in ils favor and which 
is well worth trying oul. Il is nol com- 
pulsory arbitration, and yet up lo a cer- 
tain degree it docs give the public Ihe pro- 
tective effects of enforced arbitration. It 
can only be told how it will work by giv- 
ing.it-a"test. If ir'is unfair lo labor lhal 
can easily be established, and the defect 
remedied.' So far as the public being rep- 
resented in the machinery of arbitration, 
we feel lhat is a right il is enlilled lo, at 
least as an experiment, for" ils interests in 
the smooth and uninterrupted operation 
of the railways is certainly extensive and 
deserving of consideration. \\*c have no 
idea lhal ils voice or vole will be used 
detrimentally lo-lhe employes. In all 
probability ils sympalhics will incline 
toward llicm rather than toward the 
owners.

Jai-alai profession- 
als all wear mustaches and resemble 
the photographs of big-league stars 
taken 30 years ago.
